The Republicans to whom the word 


gold in the platform is "like waving a 
red flag at a mad bull" are very apt to be 
16 to 1 men, and any ezpression short of 
a demand for, or an indorsement of, free 
coinage wduld be objectionable to them. 
But the iree sllverites' position is differ- 
ent from what it was in 1893. They were 
content then with a juggle and straddle, 
as is shown by their acceptance of the 
Minneapolis declaration. 'This year they 
are not to be gulled in this way. As be- 
tween a shuffle like the Ohio platform 
and a square out and out declaration for 
the gold standard like Missouri's, New 
York's or Massachusetts', they prefer the 
latter. This is the testimony of many of 
the delegates to St. Louis from silver 
states. The silverites, like the anti-sil- 
verites, are tired of the trickery about the 
"doubled standard" and of the "free use 
of silver under such restrictions and reg- 
ulations," etc. Both sides want some- 
thing clearer and honestcr than this. 
Nine-tenths of the Republicans want the 
present standard maintained, and this, .of 
course is the gold standard and nothing 
else. Then why not use the words gold 
standard squarely and specifically?

The younger Phillips boy was 
sitting on a log fishing when lit fell Into 
the water. The last seen of the body it 
was In the channel of the river nnd was 
jolng carried rapidly down the stream. 
The Relnbolmor boy lost his life In trying 
to save bis companion. It was not known 
who he was until several hours afterword, 
when the ixvly was brought to the Wykoff 
and Roovu undertaking rooms and there 
identified by Mrs. Relnbclmer. 


Sunday there were a large number of 


persons at the river and many of the men 
and boys dived into the water In tbo hopo 
of finding the unreoovered body. The 
rlvor was so high that the body may have 
been carried several miles away or It may 
lie near whore it wont down.

Of the 136 claimants rejected by the 


committee, 01 were avowed McKinley 
men.

favor of McKinley, doubtless grew out 
of the fact that in nearly all of the 
states where there were a large num- 
ber of contests, both contestants were
